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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
McFarlane reference teaches away from the combination, it is noted that the Dietrich reference is the one being modified, not the 
McFarlane reference. Had the examiner attempted to modify the McFarlane reference by adding disc blades, cultivator shanks or other 
tillage apparatus, this argument may have been persuasive. However, as it is the Dietrich reference being modified and the Dietrich 
reference does not preclude other types of tillage apparatus being incorporated the references do not teach away from the combination. 
The combination is acceptable because both Dietrich and McFarlane disclose tillage implements. While Dietrich does not disclose using 
coulter wheels as the tillage device, McFarlane teaches that coulter wheels can be used as tillers. Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to replace the tillage devices of Dietrich with the tillage devices 
(coulter wheels) of McFarlane as they are known equivalents in the art. As for applicant's argument that there are no individual mounting 
assemblies, it is noted that Dietrich clearly shows that the tillage devices are mounted to the cross bar at individual locations in Figure 4. 
The combination requires a simple replacement of the tillage shanks of Dietrich with the coulter wheels of McFarlane. There would be no 
need to completely replace the mounting system. Further, the fact that the combination would provide for individually mounted coulter 
wheels would solve the problem of pluggin.. 
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
